WashiEgton, Oct. 29. — A large part 
of the burden of equipping the United 
States navy for the war with Spain fell 
upon the construction bureau of the 
nary and in hta annual i«DOrt, Com- 
modore Hicbbeme, the chief construc- 
tor, furnishes many interesting details 
au to the extent of this work, involv- 
ing the transformation of more than 
100 merchant craft Into BftTal tchwIs 
on short notloe. 

Looking to the future, the chief con- 
structor invited attention to the im- 
portance of properly equipping and 
maintaining the plants at tne minor 
oaval stations along the ooaat already 
eatabllshad and he lahmlti efrtlmataa 
for that purpose, aTaraslBf about 
$25,000 In each case. 

He saye that had the consociuences 
of the recent naval engagemenu In the 
West tadlw bean nearly so herious as 
there waa raawm to ezpeot they might 
be, the southern stations woulu have 
been necessary for repairs to ships too 
badly Injured to be sent to northern 
ship yards. 

To keep the nucleus of a force of 
maehanica at these stations small work 
should be constantly under way and 
proper storehouses should t>e erecteu to 
keep sufflcieut quantities of material 
on hand. It is suggested that while 
the new dock at Algiers. Louisiana, is 
building, A mitabla repair plant and 
storehouses should be erected. 

The report recommends a change In 
the system of purchasing supplies for 
navy yard work, declaring that repalra 
have been delayed through the failure 
to proeura material. 1%* sneoeaaful 
aecomplishideat ot rapM work during 
the war waa only possible, it is said, 
because the department wisely author- 
ised the usual methods of purchasing 
material and supplies to be disregard- 
ed, and aotboriiad tha eooatmctors at 
TarloQs yards to make dlraet pvreoaaea. 

The chief constructor produces fig- 
ures to show that the coat of purchases 
has not been ennanced by this method; 
that the deliveries have been more 
prompt and leea material has been re- 
jected. In view ot theae facta he 
recomteends that the old system should 
give place to one of direct purchase by 
the naval constructors from the man- 
ufaotnrers of the articles naadad. 

Washington, Oct. I». — Admiral 
Dewey has cabled the navy department 
that everything is quiet at Pekin and 
no further troubles are anticipated, 
and that American interests in China 
are not In danger.

States gunboat Hist arrived here with

Corn refused to follow wheat but 
slightly advanced.

Ohio holders are aaking 
2 to 3 cents less than a month ago. hav- 
ing 7.5 per cent of fine and 40 per cent 
of medium wool yet on hand, while 
10,000 bales of wool are offered to for- 
eign biddera, who Biay decide to ex- 
port It

Dr. Morphy has 
been noUfled to appear befoM the board 
on the seventh day of November, to 
answer charges of "unprofessional con- 
duct," fll«d kgiiiiBt bim. The alleged 
unprofessional conduct coneifts of adver- 
tising to cure cancers and other said-to- 
be-incurable iliiMn, «ad d practicing 
osteopathy. 
The doctor denies all of the charges, 

and claims that the act under whicli the 
board was organized isagsinstthe United 
States and Kentocky oonttitations, and 
that the acts under it are illegal and 
void. He also states in bis petition that 
several members of the board are so hoe 
tild and bitter toward him that it could 
not and would not give him a fair trial, 
even if it bad the power.and authority to 
h^ar ^ad dispose of the alleged charges. 

Dr. Murphy claims that the authority 
under wliieli the Board of Health acts 
make it accuser, prosecntor, witneis and 
Jndga. A temporary injanetion was 
granted by Jiid^e Settle, of the Circuit 
Court, and November 4, in this city, fixed 
as the time and plao* for bearing the 
case.

The ofl'eringa of hogs the past week 
have been especially liberal, with West 
em killings reaching a total of 500,000, 
compared with 390,000 the preceding 
week and 355,000 two weeks ago. For 
corresponding time last year the number 
was 380,000. From Mareh 1st the total 
is i:;,5i.'r),000, against 11,4SO,000 a year 
ago— an increase of 2,045,000. The aver- 
affa quality has raflered some dedine. 
Prices have been reduced, and at the 
close tlie average is about 15 cents per 
100 pounds lower than a week ago. 

The influence of abundance of corn on 
the supply of hogs has been well illus- 
trated the past two years— for there is no 
channel through which this grain, when 
plentiful, can be so advantageously mar-^ 
keted as by conversion into hogs. For 
the year ending November 1, 1896, the 
Western packing represented 16,796,000 
bogs— the highest record for any year to 
that time for twelve months ending at 
such date. In the lollowiog year tbere 
was an increase of 11] per cent , advanc- 
ing the number to KS,710,0UU. For the 
year now closing the number will be ap- 
proximately 22,250,000, or 19 per cent, 
gain over the preceding year — or nearly 
i)er cent, over 18!)0. 
With this increased production tbere 
has been important enlargement of dis- 
tribution of product by exportation, the 
year now dosing making a record far 
above any previous year in both meats 
and lard. As cninpared with niinnal av- 
erage exports fur ten years previously 
the movement of the. past year shows a 
gain of G7 per cent, for meats and 57 per 
cent, for lard, a result which low prices 
and high qoalitj of prodoek have broaght 
about. 

Oonsidering the large marketing of 
hoga the product has been well sustained 
in values for leading articles, the close 
showing a modifrate decline in oompari- 

sou with a week ago. The week's export 
clearances were large of both lard and 
meats, and the domestic trade is of good 

proportions. While prices are consider- 
ably higher than a year ago there ap-
